Insecticide Nozzle*. 


[Newspaper Bulletin So. 13.} 


In the spraying of plants for protec- 


tion against insect injury, one of the 
most essential factors, and at the same 
time one of the least considered, is the 
nozzle employed. 
When other con- 


ditions are met the ultimate success 
of the work is dependent upon the 
thoroughness with which the protective 
liquid is brought into contact with the 
plant treated. It may be stated pri- 
marily that the completeness 
with 


which the plant becomes wetted is not 
due so much to the quantity of liquid 
used as to the extent to which it is di- 
vided into minute drops. Herein lies 
the secret, if there be any, of thorough 
application in the use of liquid insecti- 
cides and fungicides. Hence that noz- 
zle is the best for general purposes 
which divides the liquid most finely, 
and at the same time decreases the 
force communicated by the pump to 
the least.degree. 


Of the many nozzles on the market 


many are excellent, almost beyond im- 
provement for particular purposes; but 
many others are utterly useless for the 
purpose for which 
they 
are sold, 


simply because the idea of a '• spray " 
is scarcely intimated in their effect 
upon a stream of liquid. The most 
effective spray is that in which the

liquid is so finely divided as to produce 
a mist that will penetrate the most pro- 
tected parts of a plant. With this con- 


of ditiqn the greatest economy of material 


is secured, a matter of great importance 
in the extensive use of insecticides. 


Many of the 
organic 
substances 


forming the basis of insecticides in 
common use have to be used with care. 
owing to their corrosive effect upon 
foliage. If such are applied in a spray 
consisting of large drops the corrosive 
material is left in considerable quan- 
tity in spots on the evaporation of the 
water. This results in fur greater in- 
jury to foliage than would follow a 
more thorough distribution of the same 
quantity of poisonous material, which 
would result from application in a fine 
mist. 


The transformation of a solid col- 


umn of water traversing a hose into a 
fine mist must necessarily greatly re- 
duce the force of the flow. This una- 
voidable reduction of force, remains 
practically at a minimum when the 
course of the stream remains un- 
changed in passing through the nozzle. 
When, however, its course is changed, 
as it often is to an angle of forty-five 
degrees, still greater reduction occurs, 
and the penetrative quality of the 
spray becomes diminished. 


One of the best nozzles, in the 


writer's judgment, is the " Nixon." Its 
construction i<3 extremely simple. The 
column of liquid in passing through it 
becomes reduced in size, after which 
it passes through a wire screen. The 
result is a fine mist with considerable 
force. If clogged, it is easily taken 
apart and cleaned. A graded series of 
.sizes makes it available for various 
kinds of work. 


The "Cyclone" nozzle produces a 


fine mist which takes the form of a 
cone with the nozzle at the apex. The 
reduced 
column 
of liquid passes 


through a spiral^ chamber which im- 
parts a rotating motion to the discharge, 
whence the name. The changed direc 
tiou of the flow reduces the force o 
the discharge, and if the liquid is at al 
thick, the nozzle clogs easily. 


The " Vermorel" nozzle is somewhat 


similar to the last but has no spira 
chamber. It is provided with an auto< 
matic plunger by which clogging is 
instantly relieved. 


The "Perfection" nozzle is piovided 


with an adjustal le core by which a 
solid stream is converted into a hollow 
cone of water rather finely divided. 


The "Boss" nozzle is badly named 


so far as its utility with insecticides is 
concerned. Its capacity is limited to a 
solid stream or a flat sheet of fiquid 
neither of which produces a spray. The 


Boss "and " Perfection " nozzles art 


more suited to lawn sprinkling. 


Numerous other good nozzles are OE 


the market. In many of them, how 
aver, the attempt to gain a fine spraj 
is made upon a thin sheet of liquid 
produced by a slit in metal, rubber 01 
leather. The result is not wholly sat 
isfdctory as the best of the spray b 
confined chiefly to a single plane and 
;bus lacks the dispersive quality of tht 
•Nixon" and the " Cyclone " nozzles.

It In Assumed That Every Thought I» H 


Separate Lodge in tbe Rrain. 


What is the brain like in its capacity 


of storehouse, and what should we see 
if we could reduce our stature to in- 
finitesimal 
proportions 
and travel 


along the corridors of the brain? Does 
it contain galleries of pictures? Is it 
furnished with shelves and pigeon- 
holes for the classification and care of 
records and messages? It is impossi- 
ble to conceive what kind of apparatus 
or fittings can at once be suitable for 
storing up pictures and sounds and all 
the varieties of impressions received 
from all the senses. Nor can we dis- 
cover any curious machinery, even 
with the microscope, for the structure 
of the gray matter is so minute as to 
defy the powers of the lens, and all 
that we can detect is an agglomeration 
of minute cells. 


A calculation has been made regard- 


ing the number of these brain cells. It 
is assumed that every thought or per- 
ception is a separate lodger in the 
mind, requiring an apartment of the 
brain to itself; and the cells are the 
apartments. We have to provide ac- 
commodation for all the incidents of 
our everyday life, for all we read in 
the daily papers, for all that our 
schoolmasters crammed into us, and 
all that we have learned since. How 
is this possible in one small skull? 
Our conception is assisted by photog- 
raphy, which can print the Lord's 
Prayer so small that it requires a 
powerful microscope to read it. Surely, 
then, minute portions of the brain 
may contain a great deal? The cells 
vary in size from l-300th of an inch in 
diameter to l-3,000th; and this being 
known, it is not difficult to estimate 
the entire number of them in the 
brain. Dr. Hooke, the mathematician, 
said 3,155,760.000; but, according to 
Maynert's calculation, the number of 
cerebral cells is only 600,000,000. 


Seeing that the doctors differ, let us 


use the slate and pencil ourselves. The 
thinking power of the brain is be- 
lieved to reside in the gray matter on 
the surface. This is a sheet of cellular 
nerve substance, which ?s crumpled 
into convolutions through being con- 
•fined within the narrow limits of the 
skull. If it were spread out flat, it 
would be found equal to a layer one 
inch in thickness, and twelve inches 
long by eleven inches broad—or slight- 
ly more—giving a total of 134 cubic 
inches. If all the cells were one- 
three-hundredth of an inch in diame- 
ter, there would be room for 27,000,000 
of them in one cubic inch, and there- 
fore for 3,618,000,000 in the whole; but 
since many of the cells are smaller, 
the total number must be greater. Let 
us, however, be content with the 3,618,- 
000,000. What is a million? The Bible, 
Old and New Testament, together, are 
said to contain about 3,250,000 of let- 
ters; we should, therefore, have to pile 
up 1,113 copies of the Scriptures to git 
i heap containing as many letters as 
the brain contains cells. As each cell 
may accommodate au idea or though", 
probably even a smaller storehouse 
•vould suffice for the wants of the av- 
jrage human creature. On the other 
land, when great thinkers 
require 


aiore accommodation, they may, per- 
aans, be able to grow more brain cells; 
md Webster did tell a great Americnn 
•scholar that he had to change the size 
>f his hat every few years.—New York 
Weekly.

WATCH DISEASES. 


SOMETHING LIKE THOSE OF THE HU- 


MAN MECHANISM. 


A Jeweler Calls the Ailment* of a \Tateu 


Consumption, Rheumatism and Heart 
Failure and Explains the Analysts la 
Bach Case. 
"That's the twenty-third 
today— 


we're going to have an electric storm," 
remarked a down town jeweler as he 
WEB handed a watch having a broken 
mainspring for repair. 


"How do you make that out?" in* 


quired the customer. 


"Why, by the number of 
broken 


mainsprings, to be sure," was the reply. 
"There is a regnlat epidemic to which 
watches are subject, much as human- 
ity is to smallpox and cholera. It is 
produced by certain electric conditions 
of the atmosphere. The mainspring be- 
comes imgnetized and more brittle, and 
a slight shock will break it. Occasion- 
ally it will snap with no apparent cause 
whatever. 
I have had it happen to 


watches lying in the showcase or npon 
the rack there. 
You know, of course, 


that such atmospheric conditions fre- 
quently disturb telegraph and telephone 
lines and even prevent communication. 
That might be expected, as they are 
operated by electricity, but the effect 
on watches is singular. 
Frequently 


even a severe thunderstorm will produce 
it, but an auroral display, which aeema 
to be an electrical disturbance, is sure 
to result in many broken watch springs, 
and no better term could be applied to 
the trouble than epidemic. 


"No, there is no reliable protection 


against it, though many things have 
been tried and many thousands of dol- 
lars have been spent. 
Attempts have 


been made to temper the springs by 
electricity, a sort of inoculation against 
tLu <ii,-:3ase. Then a small plate or disk 
of soft iron plaoed within the case to 
absorb (ho magnetism, a disinfectant, 
so to speak, has given some good results, 


"Do you know. " he continued in a 


discursive tone, "that a watch is simi- 
lar in many ways to n human being? It 
has its diseases and decays, its epidem- 
ics, old age and finally dissolution. 
Yes, and each watch has its individual- 
ity and special characteristics, and the 
finer the watch the stronger this person- 
ality, if it can be so called, exactly as 
culture develops and strengthens indi- 
vidual character among mankind. 


"Now, in this epidemic this watch 


feels the atmospheric condition as you 
do before a thunderstorm, only more 
acutely, as does a gouty or rheumatic 
person, being specially susceptible to 
such influence, and, perhaps having an 
inherent weakness at one point in the 
mainspring that snaps, fractures a vital 
organ. 
'Heart failure' it might be 


termed, for the mainspring of the 
watch is its heart, its driving force. 
True, we can replace the mainspring, 
which cannot be said for the human 
heart, but there ia no telling how soon 
surgery will attain that result. 


"Then there's the hairspring of the 


watch, equivalent to its brain. It is 
affected by proximity to a strong local- 
ized electric force—for instance, the 
generator or dynamo of an electric 
plant. It becomes magnetized and stops 
—a sort of paralysis. The nonmagnetic 
watches have hairsprings made of a 
composition: metal, tin, zino and other 
varieties. The soft iron plate or disk I 
mentioned before gives protection to the 
hairspring as well as the mainspring by 
absorbing the magnetism. A few years 
since a number of railroad companies 
had these iron disks applied to the 
watches of many of their employees, 
but they are by no means a complete 
disinfectant. 


"The lever of a watch also is subject 


to electric influences, and when polar- 
ized, having a forked end, it becomes a 
regular horseshoe magnet and first re- 
tards, then stops the hairspring—a sort 
of spinal meningitis, you see. 


"The jewels and bearings are ita 


joints and processes and are subject to 
sprains and dislocations as well as in- 
flammation or too much friction. Any 
severe shock may result in a sprain or 
even dislocation to these joints. 
The 


latter will stop it and probably have 
immediate attention, while the sprain 
may remain unnoticed, but will render 
its movement ivregnW and eventually 
cause far great.i- injury than an actual 
bieaking oF !':• jMnts. 
At seas on the 


approach 
<. '.' a atorm the ship's chro- 


nometers, ot which three are usually 
carried, are 'put to bed, "as it is called, 
being packed in pillows to prevent in- 
jury by sudden jar from the ship's vio- 
lent motion. A few minutes' error in 
the time of making observations might 
throw a vessel many miles out of its 
course. 


"Then a watch has a kind of rheu- 


matism. The oil with which its joints 
are lubricated dries and forms corun- 
dum, 
which irritates and cuts the pin- 


ions and bearings, creating friction or 
inflammation. 


"Dirt to a watch, like biliousness 


to humanity, is its most frequent, dis- 
agreeable and least dangerous ailment. 
It come from all sorts of things—small 
fibers from the pocket, fine dust, micro- 
loopic matter from many sources, work 
through into the case and collectively 
disturb, retard and finally prevent mo- 
tion altogether. The system becomes 
clogged, and a thorough cleaning out is 
the only corrective. 
In both these lat- 


ter diseases atmospheric conditions ma- 
terially influence the patient's condition, 
dry, dusty weather hastening the devel- 
opment and rendering the attack more 
acute. Bust or consumption is as dead- 
ly to a watch as to humanity, and after 
it reaches a certain stage is incurable. 
Once in the system its effects are never 
wholly eradicated, and a warm, moist 
atmosphere may at any time induce a 
return of the disease."—Chicago Trib- 
nne.
